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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record are U. S. Patent No. 6,381 ,197 to Savord et al. (Abstract, Claim 1,13, 
Col. 2 lines 25-65); U. S. Patent No. 5,983,612 to Kline (Col. 1 1 lines 59-65 and Figs. 
11-14); and U. S. Patent No. 5,798,461 to Banta (Abstract, Claiml, Figs. 1b and 3). 
None of the prior art alone or in combination teaches an ultrasonic imaging apparatus 
comprising: an ultrasonic probe; a plurality of acoustic elements with at least two active 
elements; a beam controller to drive the acoustic elements configured for controlling 
directional movement of said acoustic pulses by a combination of tractor treading and 
beam steering.
